W ithin a very f< w days the Salem 


W ater W orks Co. « ill have com plet­ 


ed extensive additions to its plant at 


an estim ated cost of $14,000. 
The 


work included the 
running of two 


pipe lines from the W est Main street 
pumping 
station 
to 
the 
artesian 
wells, the harnessing of the wells so 
that their flow shall go directly into 
th e main line, the placing of a con­ 
denser at the pumping station, 
and 
.oiiie less important im provem ents. 
.More than tw o m onths ago rfupt. 
A. R. Dow of the water wrorks com ­ 
pany put a force of men at work lay­ 
ing the new mains, and this part o f 
the Job has been 
com pleted. 
Th« 
m ains, one 'en inches in diam eter for 
water, and one four Inches in diam e­ 
ter for com pressed air, run side by 
side the entir** 
distance 
front the 
pumping station to 
the wells. 
The 
old water mains lay in the center ot 
W est Main street and the ne« main 
are under the sidewalk, to the north 
of the street. 
This arrangem ent ob­ 
viated the necessity of disturbing the 
street paving. 
Front 
the pumping 
station to tli«- 
wells w est is more 
than a mile, or to be exact, 6,500 feec. 
Only a sm all part of the old main:1 
w ill be taken up, as in som e cases 
th e pipe is deep in the ground and 
it Is generally worn out and practi­ 
ca lly useless. 
Upon reaching the artesian w ells 
which art- ail within a space of abort 
an acre of ground, the pipe line run- 
here and there in every dins tion. 
\ 
six-inch main is run to each well, as 
is also a small 
I'ii** 
line through 
which to force air into the w* its and 
increase their 
flow when necessary 
to do so. 
For som e tim e the supply of 
the 
w ells was run into a receiving basin 
and from that distributed into tit** old 
«at«-r main, through which it flowed 
by gravity to the reservoir at thi 
pumping station. 
I»ater the receiving 
basin was cut out and the wells hat 
nessed directly to the main line. The 
old main line 
then 
showed that it 
lacked requir*-d 
capacity, 
and has 
just, been replaced by the new. as be­ 
fore stated. 
The casing in the woltu has been 
cut down below the surface of the 
ground and around each well a cot. 
crwte basin 
has 
been constructed, 
l a ’er neat little houses w ill be erect- 
♦d over each well to protect it an 1 
keep impurities from the water. 
By 
b-’ting a little air 
into 
the wells 
th* y ar. made to overflow at a rapid 
rate a vast volum e of water. 
This 
w ater collects in the concrete basins 
an 1 ’!..«n p a s s e s a w a y by g ra v ity to 
the big main. 
Two of the wells h a v e a lre a d y b een 
co u p led up and a r c flowing steadily.
